Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

Claims 1 , 6, and 8 were rejected as unpatentable over Cerelijido in view of Gruicke. 

Applicants continue to argue limitations not found in the claims, i.e. treating already-formed tight junctions. The claims are directed to 
administration "at a time in which enhanced paracellular permeability is desired." Therefore, the claims still read on administration to 
prevent tight junctions as previously discussed. 

With regards to the alleged unexpected results, it is noted the results are not commensurate in scope of the instant claims. While Table 2 at 
pg 36 illustrates various EC50 values, they do not appear to be probative for the claims in their current scope, i.e. for the breadth of 
absorption sites at times before tight junctions have formed, the effect on specific membranes, or the various forms of administration recited 
in claim 8. 
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
